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II. NOUVELLE SCIENCE DBS VEMPS,

£. Menard , Seigneur dlfeme. A Paris, in 1 20, 

THere being found fo little certainty among Chronologer^ 
this Author endeavours to reconcile them, by pro- 
posing four principles, whereby he pretends to make icour^ 
that they may be made to agree together. 

The firji is, that in every ofir* , or way of computing the 
Times, otherwife called EpoehaSy there are divers Hypothe- 
cs, of which fome are (horter, fome longer* 

The fecond) that the new zdiras are eftablifhed upon the 
Ancient, according to their different hypothefes. 

The third, that the different marks of the Time of theE- 
vems, which depend upon different hy pothefes , do figoifie one 
and the fame time* 

The fourth , that the Time or Year wherein the Event is 
come to pafs which gives the name to every Epotha % is certain, 
and agreed upon by all Authors. 

For Example, Pliny faith, that Theophrajius affirms, that 
Callioj found Vermilion ninety years before Praxibulus , Pretor 
of Athens $ which comes to the three hundred forty ninth 
year of Rome. Praxibulus^ according to the Chronology of 
the Greeks , was Pre:or of Athens the third year of the one 
hundred and fixteen f h Olympiad. The ninetieth year before 
him falls out in the firft year of the ninetieth Olympiad, 
which, according to Eratofihenes, is h; efTeft the three hun- 
dred forty ninth year of Rome. Put the iauie year of the 
fame Olympiad, according to V&rro, is the three hundred one 
and fiftieth of Rome: On the contrary, that year which is 
the three hundred forty ninth of Rente % according to Varro, 
is the third of the ninety third Olympiad, according to Era* 
tojlhenes. 

So that you may fee by this Exa,uple,(wherein Pliny mikes 
ufeof theiirft hypothefis of Eratojlhenes , though elfe he often 
ufeth the firft of thofe that have refpeft to Eufebius and Varro ) 
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the truth of all thefe principles : i. That in the fame ^Era 
there are different hypathefes; 2. That the dffferenc marks 
of (he Time of the invention of Vermilion , wh*ch depen J 
from t ho fe different hypothefes^ figoifieoneand rhe fame Time; 
3, That the difference, which is found bet-ween V&rro and 
Eratofthems as to theOJympick years, is the fame with that, 
which would be there found, if both of them had continued to 
reckon by the Yearsof 7roy y which is a cerrain Epocbauatil 
the Event propofed : 4, That Varre only adds two years to the 
Years of Rome, becaufc he eftablifhes thecsfZraof Rome upon 
that of 1nj % according to the fhorteft hypjrlefis. 

To leairn eafiiy the pra&ice of thefe Principles ; afrerthe 
explication given of the Origin of the *Mra of Antioch (of 
which no Author hath made any mention befjre Eufebius, ) of 
cheofir* of Spain , and of the Vulgar zAZra , which are the 
Chriftian *ALra*s % to which the I ncertainty of the Interval from 
Exodus unto the Euilding of the Temple hath given place ; 
this Author fubpyns fix Rules, in which he cGlicfts and ex- 
plain?, what concerns, in Chronology, the Hebrews ^ Greeks, 
Romans , Babylonians and Perfians- He likewife examines, 
what concerns the zjfcgyptians upon theoccafion of the Eciipfe 
noted by Jofepbus , lib. 17. c. 8. of the Jexvtjh Antiquities \ 
where he very handfomjy explains their Year, and what was 
their Sot hiaque period* He alfj largely treats of the Epocha 
of rhe Nativity of cur Lord , as well as of the Time of the 
Reign and Death of Herod, to whom he affigns forty years for 
his Reign>S:c<,

But here our Author hath difcovcred»:he Myfterksof 
Trade univerfalJy for all pars of ExgUnA: ( Which I 
have publickly acknowledged to be above my skii! j : nb: 
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great Concernments of Lucre.) And he hath detected the 
Myfteries of Iniquity , How f >me wealthy Merchants, and 
over-bufy Faflors , do hinder Trade and our Staple Many- 
fafiures for private lucre, to the great damage of their 
own Native Country, He advifeth good Remedies. He 
propofeth 5 what Trades ate proper to be advanced in the 
feveral pares of England: How to be there Advanced: 
What the peculiar Conveniences : All Requisites dire&ed : 
Where the Trade of Fine Linnen is firft to be fet up; 
namely, iQ Warwick 9 Lekefier , Northampton m&Oxford- 
Jhire. Why, and How to be fet up firft there. In the Well: 
of England, in Gloucefter , Wmejlcr, WU$jire> Shroff hire % 
Staffordshire, and in fome parts of Warwickjbire, Cloartring 
of all forts: And in Kent % EJfex, Surrey., Suffex, Suffolk, 
Norfolk \ in Derby, Nottingham and Torkfhire, Woollen 
Manufactures to be encouraged; How , and with what 
great advantages the Trade of Spinning fine Thred and 
Tape may be fet up in Here for djhire ? Whence Provifions 
may be raifed beft for the City of London; and how their 
Handicrafts may be improved } Where Iron-Mills , and 
Iron-Works^ may for General profit be promoted ; himfelf 
having been long prafticed in that Imploy ment > What Ri* 
vers, in England and Ireland, may be made Navigable* himfelf 
having furveyed them, and made fome confiderable Rivers 
Navigable > 

And himfelf a&ed diligently f with Inftru&ions and 
furnilhing Seed , or other Materials , for the effectual Im- 
provement of the greateft part of Worcejler , Gloucejler, 
Hereford, Stafford and Shropshire , in all their Ryelands. 
And, like a Jofeph in Egypt , he here advifeth Granaries, 
Work-houfes-, and other publick helps for trade in the 
fittefl: places , all over England ; and a Segijler > which 
is practiced with goodfuccefs, and is the life of Trade at 
Taunton in Somerfesjhire, and in fome Forraign parts, where 
Tradeprofpers moft 5 and 'tis one of the beft fupports of 
Scotland. 

Thus he runs through -all the Intrigues of Trade, noting 
the fecret abufes, andobilacles; and offering genuine Re- 
medies, 
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niedies, confirmed by the Experience of Forraign Na;ions y 
jarge Territories and Principalities. And if the bed of 
this Authors ingenuous Propofals may be fortified by good 
Laws, and thofeLawsduly executed, we may hope 3 that the 
Trade of England may, in a fliort time % recover, and 
profper, as in doth among the Wealthieftof Forraigiers j 
for the great relief of our vaft numbers of Indigents y 
and to free this Kingdom from the fhameand burthen of 
idle Beggars^ and of fturdy Vagrants*
